INDICATIONS that a scrap

might be brewing over rub­ 
bish collection were revealed 
at last week's council meet 
ing by an attorney represent 
ing several private collectors 
operating in the area. The 
matter was referred to the 
department of public works 
staff for investigation.

The council also will re­ 
ceive a request for $6000 
from City Engineer Walter 
M. Nollac for the installation 
of one-eyed traffic signals at 
Sepulveda and Arlington, Tor­ 
rance Blvd. and Anna, and at 
Prairie Ave. and 182nd St. 
The installation of these sig­ 
nals was authorized several 
months ago by the council.

Driver Dies 
In Crack-Up

The death of a 55-year-old Gardena man in a traffic 
accident here Thursday afternoon was probably the result 
of a heart attack and not because of injuries received in the 
accident, according to a preliminary finding of the County 
Coroner's Office.

Officer W. O. Winther, of 
the accident investigation di­ 
vision of the Torrance Police 
Department, said yesterday 
that a final determination of 
the cause of death might take 
several more weeks.
